To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council, 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  1969, 
the  year  previous  to  my  appointment  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
and  the  twenty-third  since  the  introduction  of  the  Divisional 
Health  Administration  Scheme. 

Under  the  Divisional  Health  Scheme  your  Medical  Officer 
is  also  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer  for  the  West  Riding  County 
Council’s  local  health  services.  The  present  Divisional  Unit  was 
formed  from  the  former  Brighouse  and  Todmorden  Divisions, 
your  Medical  Officer  having  similar  functions  in  the  other  seven 
districts  of  the  combined  area. 

The  vital  statistics  indicate  a  slight  increase  in  the  population 
when  compared  with  the  previous  year,  whilst  the  birth  rate 
showed  a  decrease  from  15.0  per  thousand  to  14.0  per  thousand. 
This  is  a  figure  which  is  lower  than  that  of  the  rest  of  the  country 
but  it  must  always  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  actual  numbers, 
here,  are  small,  and  minor  changes  in  these  numbers  produce  an 
exaggerated  impression  when  converted  to  statistical  rates.  Again 
this  is  demonstrated  by  the  change  in  the  infant  mortality  rate, 
the  unusually  high  figure  of  1968  decreasing  to  17.0  per  thousand 
in  1969  which  is  marginally  better  than  the  rate  reported  for  the 
rest  of  the  county  and  the  country  as  a  whole.  The  absence  of 
any  stillbirths  in  1969  is  particularly  pleasing  to  report. 

The  death  rate  was  comparable  with  that  of  the  county  and, 
again,  by  far  the  most  important  single  cause  of  death  was  disease  of 
the  heart,  and  circulation  which  accounted  for  60  per  cent  of  the 
deaths  from  all  causes.  Chest  infections  and  asthma  caused  14.8 
per  cent  of  the  deaths  whilst  third  place  was  taken  by  deaths  from 
cancer  of  various  types,  11.5  per  cent. 

Infectious  disease  notifications  show  that  three  cases  of 
measles  were  notified  in  1969,  bearing  out  the  success  of  the 
measles  vaccination  campaign.  For  this  encouraging  picture  to 
continue,  however,  it  will  be  necessary  to  pursue  an  active 
programme  of  vaccination,  as  part  of  routine  immunisation  policy, 
to  protect  the  susceptible  child  population.  In  1968  the  improve¬ 
ment  in  tuberculosis  notifications  received  special  comment  and 
I  am  pleased  to  report  the  continuation  of  this  trend,  there  being 
no  case  notified  in  1969.  One  suspected  paratyphoid  case  occurred 
but  the  diagnosis  was  not  conclusively  established  nor  the  possible 
source  of  infection,  if  any,  discovered. 

With  regard  to  immunisation  procedures,  these  are  now 
carried  out  under  the  West  Riding  Computer  Scheme  introduced 
in  1968.  Primary  immunisation  courses  against  diphtheria, 
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whooping  cough,  tetanus  and  polio  are  now  completed  at  14 
months  instead  of  6  months  as  previously.  The  use  of  the 
computer  scheme  will  lead  to  a  considerable  increase  in  the  number 
of  children  with  completed  primary  immunisation  in  future  years. 

The  recent  rapid  growth  in  the  demand  for  care  and  play 
facilities  for  pre-school  children  makes  it  increasingly  important 
to  be  assured  that  the  standards  of  supervision  are  of  a  satisfactory 
order.  New  regulations  covering  the  inspection  and  registration 
of  Child  Minders  and  Day  Nurseries  were  introduced  af  the  end 
of  the  previous  year  and  are  designed  to  improve  levels  of  care 
and  supervision  as  well  as  providing  a  stimulating  environment 
for  the  children. 

At  the  other  end  of  the  age  span  the  need  to  promote  services 
and  support  for  the  elderly  is  well  recognised  in  the  provision  of 
a  County  Council  residential  home  and  the  increasing  number 
of  old  persons  dwellings  being  erected  by  your  Council.  The 
untiring  efforts  of  the  Old  People’s  Welfare  Committee  in 
organising  the  Meals  on  Wheels  service,  as  well  as  other  benefits 
continues  to  be  much  appreciated,  whilst  the  chiropody  service 
treated  a  total  of  120  persons  during  the  year,  68  of  these  received 
307  treatments  in  the  Centre  and  52  who  were  unable  to  attend 
received  181  treatments  at  home. 

In  the  course  of  routine  milk  sampling,  678  samples  for 
Brucellosis  were  taken  during  the  year  and  in  25  cases,  a  positive 
culture  was  obtained.  The  corresponding  figures  for  1968  were 
16  positive  cultures  of  brucella  abortus  in  the  course  of  474 
samples.  The  incidence  of  Brucellosis  in  human  beings  has  not 
been  clearly  established,  it  is,  however,  a  condition  which  can 
cause  a  considerable  degree  of  ill  health  and  in  spite  of  co-operation 
in  the  part  of  the  majority  of  farmers  in  singling  out  the  affected 
cows  it  is  quite  clear  that  this  is  a  public  health  problem  which 
requires,  and  will  have,  the  closest  scrutiny,  until  such  time  as 
proposals  for  an  eradication  scheme  becomes  an  effective  reality. 

Five  unfit  houses  were  demolished  during  the  year  and  14 
closed.  Houses  built  numbered  27  erected  by  the  Council  and  12 
by  private  enterprise.  In  addition  35  applications  for  improve¬ 
ment  grants  were  made  and  5  applications  for  conversion  of 
dwellings.  All  were  approved  in  accordance  with  the  Council’s 
policy  of  encouraging  owners  to  bring  up  to  standard  those  houses 
which  are  structurally  sound  and  capable  of  being  improved. 

Finally,  may  T  express  on  behalf  of  the  department,  gratitude 
for  the  understanding  and  courtesy  of  the  members  of  the  Council 
and  to  thank  Mr.  Goulden,  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  for 
his  kind  assistance  and  co-operation  at  all  times.

SECTION  II. 


General  Provision  of  Health  Services. 

A.  Hospitals. 

There  is  no  hospital  in  Ripponden.  Patients  requiring  hospital 
treatment  are  referred  as  a  rule  to  hospitals  under  the  administra¬ 
tion  of  the  Halifax  Area  Hospitals  Management  Committee 
(National  Health  Service).  Included  in  this  group  are  the  Halifax 
General  Hospital,  Royal  Halifax  Infirmary,  St.  John’s  Hospital 
(for  aged  and  chronic  sick),  Northowram  Hall  Hospital  (for  infec¬ 
tious  diseases),  Todmorden  Fielden  Hospital,  and  Todmorden 
Stansheld  View  Hospital  (for  mentally  subnormal  patients). 

Maternity  beds  are  available  at  the  Halifax  General  Hospital. 
Priority  in  booking  is  given  to  abnormal  cases,  mothers  expecting 
their  first  child,  and  mothers  with  unsatisfactory  home  conditions. 

Special  hospitals  (e.g.  Mental  Hospitals,  Orthopaedic  Hospitals, 
1  ubei  culosis  Sanatoria,  etc.)  outside  the  Halifax  area  are  available 
when  required  ;  they  are  situated  in  various  parts  of  the  so-called 

“  Leeds  Hospital  Region  ”  which  in  fact  extends  into  all  three 
Ridings. 

B.  Ambulance  Facilities. 

The  County  Ambulance  Service  covers  the  Ripponden  district 
through  the  Group  Control  at  Birkenshaw  and  the  Divisional  Depot 
at  Brighouse  and  it  may  be  contacted  by  telephone  No.  Bradford 
682211  or  Halifax  62191.  There  is  an  agency  agreement  with 
Halifax  County  Borough  whereby  patients  being  transferred  to 
and  from  Halifax  Hospitals  only  are  taken  in  Halifax  ambulances, 
the  telephone  number  of  the  station  being  Halifax  60606. 

C.  Laboratory  Facilities. 

These  are  provided  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service 
at  laboratories  in  Wakefield  and  Bradford  and  by  the  Regional 
Blood  Transfusion  Service  at  Leeds.  There  are  also  facilities  for 
the  examination  of  clinical  specimens,  including  cervical  smears, 
at  the  Royal  Halifax  Infirmary. 

D.  Issue  of  Anti-toxin,  etc. 

Supplies  of  diphtheria  and  tetanus  anti-toxin  are  available  at 
the  Northowram  Hall  Hospital  and  at  the  Royal  Halifax  Infirmary 
for  issue  to  medical  practitioners  requiring  them. 

By  arrangement  with  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  supplies 
of  tetanus  anti-toxin  are  also  kept  at  the  Divisional  Health  Office, 
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The  Medical  Centre,  Todmorden,  for  the  use  of  medical  prac¬ 
titioners  in  the  Division.  A  supply  of  reagents  for  diphtheria, 
whooping  cough  and  tetanus  immunisation  is  also  available  free  of 
charge  to  private  practitioners  who  have  undertaken  to  participate 
in  the  West  Riding  County  Council’s  schemes  of  immunisation. 
Poliomyelitis  and  measles  vaccines  are  also  issued,  in  accordance 
with  the  approved  arrangements. 


SECTION  III. 

W.R.C.C.  PREVENTIVE  HEALTH  SERVICES. 

A.  Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres. 

The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinic  is  held  at  the  Zion 
Congregational  Sunday  School,  Ripponden,  every  Tuesday  after¬ 
noon,  and  is  attended  by  the  Health  Visitor.

Provision  of  Welfare  Foods,  etc. 

National  Dried  Milk,  cod  liver  oil,  orange  juice,  etc.,  are  dis¬ 
tributed  at  the  Centre  and  a  variety  of  brands  of  dried  milk  and 
other  infant  foods  are  also  sold  at  the  Child  Welfare  Centre  for 
the  convenience  of  mothers. 
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Care  of  Premature  Infants. 

Special  equipment  is  available  for  use  in  the  home  in  cases 
requiring  it.  Portable  incubators  are  available  at  both  the  Halifax 
and  Brighouse  Ambulance  Stations  should  it  be  necessary  to  trans¬ 
fer  a  premature  infant  to  hospital. 

Provision  of  Maternity  Outfits. 

These  are  provided  free  to  mothers  preparing  for  confinement 
in  their  own  homes. 

C.  Professional  Nursing  in  the  Home. 

The  West  Riding  County  Council  is  responsible  for  both  home 
nursing  and  midwifery  in  this  area.  There  is  one  full-time  Home 
Nurse  and  one  full-time  Midwife  working  in  Ripponden  and  neigh¬ 
bouring  parts  of  the  Sowerby  Bridge  U.D.

Analgesia. 

The  Ripponden  Midwife  is  trained  in  the  administration  of 
both  trilene  and  gas  and  air  analgesia  and  is  provided  with  the 
necessary  equipment.  Analgesia  is  available  to  all  mothers  desiring 
it  subject  to  satisfactory  medical  examination  by  a  doctor. 

D.  Health  Visitor. 

The  duties  of  the  Health  Visitor  are  combined  with  those  of 
School  Nurse.  In  pursuance  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act 
the  scope  of  this  service  includes  home  visiting  for  the  purpose  of 
giving  advice  as  to  the  care  of  children,  of  persons  (including 
adults)  suffering  from  illness,  and  of  expectant  and  nursing 
mothers.  The  Health  Visitor  also  gives  advice  in  the  home  as  to 
measures  necessary  to  prevent  the  spread  of  infection. 

E.  Home  Helps. 

In  accordance  with  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  the 
County  Council  provide  domestic  help  for  households  “  where  such 
help  is  required  owing  to  the  presence  of  any  person  who  is  ill, 
lying-in,  an  expectant  mother,  mentally  subnormal,  aged,  or  a  child 
not  over  compulsory  school  age.” 

15  cases  were  attended  in  Ripponden  during  1969  in  the 
following  categories:  Chronic  sick.  The  total  number  of  hours 
worked  by  home  helps  was  1,914  as  compared  with  1,945  in 
1968. 
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F.  Care  and  after  care. 

Special  provisions  are  in  operation  for  the  care  and  after  care 
of  patients  suffering  from  tuberculosis,  mental  illness  or  sub¬ 
normality,  venereal  disease,  and  other  illness. 


Tuberculosis. 

A  full  time  tuberculosis  health  visitor  is  employed  in  the 
division.  She  attends  the  chest  clinic  at  the  Halifax  Royal 
Infirmary  and  has  helped  to  forge  a  valuable  link  with  the  hospital 
services.  She  is  also  responsible  for  visiting  patients  at  home  and 
helps  to  trace  and  supervise  their  contacts.  In  1969,  visits  were 
paid  to  87  households  in  the  division.
